Cork, cut in very thin 
layers and treated so as to be quite 
flexible, is applied to almost any 
kind of woven fabric for this pur- 
pose. In this way a fabric is ob- 
tained which is quite waterproof, 
and very Pers odorless and comfor- 
table in’general. It is designated 
specially to take the place of rub- 
berZloth and,to overcome the num- 


ones disadavantages of the latter. 
CLOTH AND CORK. 


he cloth fabric is faced with the 
thinly eut-cork upon one side only, 
leaVing the outer side of the usual 
appearance. It desired in certain 
casés the cork layer is placed be- 
tween two layers of cloth. in the 
proceys of manufacture the cork 18 
given,a preliminary treatment by 
which it is freed of its resinous 
matter. It becomes quite flexible 
and is cut into very thin sheets. A 
shéet is placed upon the fabric and 
is/ tightly pressed upon it. Any of 
the usual fabrics can be used with 
the cork layer, cotton, wool, silk, 
ramie, jute and others. The opera- 
tion does not change any of the pro- 
perties of these fabrics nor their 
external appearance. Felt: as well 
a? leather can be employed in this 
way. 


DOES NOT DETERIORATE. 


The fabrics thus cork-lined does 
not deteriorate in the course of 
time, whieh is the case with rub- 
ber cloth. It is well known that 
rubber, especially in thin layers, 
quickly deteriorates and after a 
time becomes brittle and cracks, 
thus losing its waterproof charac- 
ter.

Trees are Beaten with Bamboo 
Sticks Until Fruit) Falls. 


Cloves are not cultivated in many 
of the tropical regions of the earth, 
A clove tree begins to bear at the 
“ge of ten years and continues un- 
ti, it renches the age of seventy- 
five vears. There are two crops a 
year, one in June and one in De- 
cember. The tree is an evergreen 
aad grows from forty to fifty feet 
arge oblong leaves and 
inson flowers at the end of small 
in clusters of from ten 
twenty. The tree belongs to 
same botanical order as the 
guava. The cloves, which are the 
buds, are at first 
white, then light green and at the 
time of gathering bright red. Pieces 
of white cloth are spread under 
the trees at harvesting time, and 
the branches areheaten gently with 
bambou sticks util the cloves 
drop. They are dried in the sun, 
being tossed about daily until they 
attain the rich dark eolor which 
pioclaims them ready for shipment.

PERIMENTS WITH AUTUMN 
SOWN UROPS, 


Four hund@fed and ten farmers) 
throughout Ontario conducted experi- | 
ments with autumn sown crops during 
the past year. 
ceived from thirty-six of the counties 
ofthe Provinces. Those counties which 
furnished the greatest number of good 
reports of successfully conducted ex- | 
periments were Middlesex. Haron, | 
Brant, Norfolk and Muskoka. The’ 
experimenters deserve much credit for, 
the good work which they have done, | 
not only for themselves but for the 
Average results of 
the carefully conducted co-operative 
experiments with autumn sown crops 
are’ here presented in a very concise 
form. 

Winter Wheat—Four varieties of 
winter wheat were distributed last 
@utumn to those farmers who wished 
to Rest some of the leading varieties on 
their own farms. The average yields 
per acre of straw and of grain are as 
follows: Imperial Amber 1-4 tons, 
24.1 bus. ; Abundance, 1-3 tons, 23.9 
bus. : Bulgarian, 1-2 tons, 21.9 bus, : 
and Nigger, 1-4 tons, 219 bus. 

The Imperial Amber gave the grea- 
test yield per acre in the co-operative 
experiments throughout Ontario in 
1907 and jn 1908, as well as in 1909, 
It also came firsc in popularity with 
i a experimenters in each of these 

rs. The Imperial Amber will 
again be distributed throughout On- 
tario this autumn as one of the varie 
ties for co-operative experiments. We 
distributed the Dawson's Golden Chaff 
for co-operative experiments through- 
out Ontario in each of twelve years. 
but not within the last three years. 
According to extensive inquiries which 
we have made this year, the Dawson’s 
Golden Chaff is still the most popular 
and the most extensively grown varie: 
ty of winter wheat in the Province. 

Winter Rye—The average yield of 
grain per acre of each of three varie- 
ties of winter rye, distributed in the 
autumn of 1908, is as follows: Mam- 
moth White, 281; Common, 22.1; 
and Washifigton 196. In the experi- 
ments throughout Ontario, the Mam- 
moth White surpassed the Common 
rye by an average of 5 bushels per 
acre in 1907, 5-4 bushels per acre in 
1908, and 6 bushels per acre in 1909. 

Fertilizers with Winter Wheat—In 
the co-operative experiments with dif- 
ferent fertilizers applied to winter 
wheat, the average yields of grain per 
acre for five years are as followe: 
Mixed Fertilizer, 25 2 bus.: Nitrate of 
soda, 238 bus.; Muriate of Potash, 
22.9 bus.; and Superphosphate, 22.7 
bus. The unfertilized land gave an 
average of 19.0 bus. per acre. The 
Superphosphste was applied at the 
rate of 320 pouuds and the Muriate of 
Potash aud the Nitrate of Soda each 
160 pounds per acre. The Mixed Fer- 
tilizers here mentioned. The usual 
cost of the fertilizers as used in this 
experiment is between four and five 
dollars per acre. 

Fodder Crops—In each of six year, 
the seed ot Hairy Vetches and of Win- 
ter Rye has been distributed through- 
out Ontario for co-operative experi- 
ments in testing these crops for fodder 
purposes. In thé average of six years’ 
experiments, the Hairy Vetches pro- 
duced slightly the largest yield of 
green fudder per acre, but in 1909 the 
the largest yield was produced by the 
Winter Rye.

How to Patch a Canoe. 

There are several different “home- 
made” methods by which to repair a 
crack or leak in a canoe. Perhaps the 
most permanent is varnish or shellac 
and silk. Puta little varnish over the 
craek, place a small silk patch over the 
varnish, Jetting it dry, then varnish or 
shellac over the silk. Two coats will 
be sufficient. If it is a varnished ca- 
poe, use white silk, and the patch can 
hardly be detected, the silk being 
transparent, This may be put op both 
inside and outside if necessary. White 
lead and varnish mixed well and put 
in the crack is also a good permanent 
repair. If on a cruise in the woods 
and without the necessary articles to 
make a permanent repair, get a little 
spruce gum off the trees, heat and add 
a little grease and put over the crack. 
The grease has a tendency to keep the 
gum from getting very hard, and it 
will not break so easily. The silk and 
shellac repair is the usual remedy for 
a puncture in a canvas covered canoe, 
—Recreation.

A BY-LAW TO RAISE BY WAY OF 
LOAN THE SUM OF $18,000. 
Passed a 1909

Whereas the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the Canty of Lennox and 
Addington have resolved to raise by way of 
loan the sum of $18,000 to cover the ex- 
penditare on County Roads during the 
ourrent year, 

And Whereas in order thereto, it will be 
necessary to issue a debenture of the said 
Corporation as hereinafter provided for 
the sum of $18,000 (which is the amount of 
the debt intended to be created by this By- 
Law.) 

And Whereas it is desirable to make the 
principal of said debt and interest repay- 
able by yearly sume daring the period of 
twenty years being the currency of the 
said debenture, said yearly sims being of 
such respective amounts that the aggre- 
gate amount payable in each and every 
year for principal and interest shall be as 
nearly as possible equal to the amount 6&0
